on the subject: 
*‘The jury in the case ot Harvey 
W. Plattenburg was given the case 
at 3:15 this evening, and at 3:30 re­ 
turned a verdict of not guilty.

The court room was crowded, most 
of those present being ladies, and 
when the verdict was read the audi­ 
ence tried to cheer, but was called to 
order.
